MILLER’S  EARLY  SWEET  PRUNE 

This  fine  commercial  variety  is  undoubtedly 
the  leader  of  all  varieties  that  have  been  in¬ 
troduced  in  the  Willamette  Valley  in  the  past 
15  years.  It  originated  as  a  natural  cross 
between  the  Italian  and  French  ripens  at  least 
a  week  earlier  than  Italian  thus  extending  the 
harvest  and  drying  season  when  weather  con¬ 
ditions  are  most  favorable  and  help  more 
plentiful.  Owners  and  operators  of  dryers  in 
Lane  County  who  have  handled  this  prune  are 
enthusiastic  over  the  manner  in  which  it  dries 
and  its  fine  sweet  flavor  and  golden  flesh.  Some 
of  these  men  express  the  belief  that  the 
Miller  Early  Sweet  prune  will  gradually  sup¬ 
plant  the  Italian  in  Western  Oregon.  This 
variety  possesses  the  same  texture  of  skin  as 
the  Italian  and  the  firm  golden  yellow  meat 
of  the  French.  It  holds  up  well  and  does  not 
soften  or  rot  soon  after  hitting  the  ground.

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This  picture  was  taken  in  September  1936 
in  a  five  acre  planting  of  ten  year  old  Miller 
Prune  trees.  The  limb  showing  the  load  of  fruit 
is  an  average  throughout  the  planting.
